The  1  mders  of  Russia  may  have  already 
realized  t.iis  and  may  have  given  up  the  plan  to  bolshevize  Europe.  Lcverthnle;  , 
the  1*00  million  people  of  China  and  Inc  300  million  people  of  India  have  become 
to-day  theirmost  aimed  object,  and  tho  ignorance  and  remoteness  of  tho  economic 
conditions  >f  these  people  resemble  closely  to  those  of  Russia,  which  prior 
to  the  revolution  was  extremely  inf.n'ior.  It  is  often  -aid  that  to-day,  tho 
only  place  on  this  earth  that  lias  possibiliti  .s  of  giving  occurrence  to 
communistic  revolution  are  China  and  India,  although,,  a  do  not  necessarily 
boliovo  ia  this,  the  Soviet  Government  today  does  believe  in  this,  and  there 
is  no  doubt  that  they  aro  now  e.igngoa  in  the  various  manipulations.

The  reformation  of  various  internal  af¬ 
fairs  should  also  be  limited  within  t’-is  pvnsc  and  in  line  with 
Iter  1.  \7itv  tvis  great  problem  in  mind,  internal  and  foreign 
relations  svculd  be  adjusted  for  tve  time  being  and  tue  trend  of 
public  opinion  can  be  settled  end  tve  uneasiness  can  be  swept 
rwey.  J-orcovcr,  it  is  necessary  that  the  liquidation  of  rela¬ 
tions  with  S0VIL.T  RUSSIA  bv.  thoroughgoing  in  order  to  sweep  away 
t*  e  uneasiness  not  only  for  the  present  but  to  be  rid  of  the 
f<ars  and  worries  from  the  northwest  forever.  Therefore,  it  is 
nature]  th&t  war  may  be  unavoidable.
